As you know, the President *s Advisory Committee on Govern- 
ment Organisation has been considering various proposals for estab- 
lishing a nt-w foreign infoxmatlon agency which would (’■.onsolidate 
foreign infoimiatiou programs and cultural and educational oxenange 
programs now carried on ty the Department of State and the Miroual 
Security Agency o At the presont time the proposal being given most 
serious consideration proposes the merger of these functions in a new 
ageneqr outside of the St, ate Department whose director would be 
appointed by the Rresldwit, The new agency head would have full 
adininistratlve responsibility for its operation, 5.ncluding the develop- 
ment of progx’ams, budget, administrative procedures, etc. 

One of the complex problems confronting us is the relation- 
ship, if any, this proposed Independent agency should have to the 
National Security Council or to the Psychological Strategy Board, 

Our understanding is that the Central Intelligence Agency is responsible 
to the NSC but that its programs are cleared with the Strategy Board. 
This opens the way for a consideration of a similar relationship 
between the proposed new agency and these Boards, Another possible 
line of authority would be for this new agency to report to the 
Psychological Strategy Boards Cne suggestion of a possible relation- 
ship is reflected in the a''otached language,, The reaction of members 
of the Strategy Board to these proposals would be helpful to the 
President's Committee and welcomed by it at your earliest convenience.
